For forty-eight hours Chicago people have 
been living in the clouds. Standing on top of 
the Auditorium tower and looking upward it 
has been possible most of the time to see

The kindly 
engineer of a chemical proffered his hose for 
the revival of the driver, but the milkman got 
up righted his wagon, and drove off. The 
menonthe hose cart neglected to take his 
name and address. Marshal Horne said last 
night that the fog had done nothing worse 
than to slightly delay the department. It is

Racing Through the Dark. 

At Hawthorne the fog seriously interfered 
with the races. In the lasf race, at three- 
quarters of a mile, the timers could not see 
the flag fall. It was only by the shouts which 
heralded their getting away that people in the 
stand knew that the horses had started, Con- 
sequently no time was announced on the race.

the clear blue sky, while below in the crowded 
streets white clouds hung and drifted. The 
weather observer says that nothing but the 
coming of a cold wave or a storm will per- 
manentliy restore the atmospheric pressure 
and lift up the fogs to their ordinary position 
high above the surface of the earth. Yester- 
day during the middle of the day the heat of 
the sun was sufficient to break through the 
mists, but towards evening they lowered and 
grew thick again. There was nothing last 
night to indicate that today would see any im- 
provement. > 

The dangers of every formof transportation 
have been at lest doubled since the fog, which 
extends over practically the entire Mississippi 
Valley, began. So dense was it Wednesday 
and yesterday that the headlight of an engine 
could not be seen 150 feet away. Red switch- 
lights were practically valueless. It was nec- 
essary to look them up witha lantern, No 
serious accidents on the surface rouds were 
reported yesterday, though one or two minor 
collisions occurred, The crews ofall trains

Several wagons were 
Overturned by cable trains in the fog, but no 
serious accidents were reported.

Down- town stores kept their lights burning 
all day, and at 4 o’clock an are light was 
barely visible across the street. The outlines 
of skyscrapers were swallowed up in the mist, 
their myriad lights twinkling like faint, far- 
off stars. The moisture condensed on almost 
everything. Five minutes’ walk was enough 
to drench an overcoat. On screen doors wa- 
ter ran down in steady streams. The pave- 
ments were wet and slippery. Horses loom- 
ing like shadows in the dense fog were seen 
to be surrounded by a denser veil of vapor 
rising from their own bodies. 

Umbrellas were no protection. The fog was 
just as thick under as above the shade. It 
got into people’s pockets, dripped from their 
silk hats, uncurled their bangs, and made 
things miserable generally. The fog was 
everywhere and the man in the tall tower said 
there was nothing to do but to wait till the 
clouds roll by.“ 


COLLISIONS DUE TO THE FOG, 


Five Injured on the Alley “ L."=—Crash on 
the Northwestern Road. 
The fog was the cause of an accident on the 
Alley Elevated road im the morning. Qne 
north-bound train ran into the rear end of 
another at the Twenty-second Street Station 
because the fog was so dense that the fore- 
most train had been moving so cautiously 
that it haa got behind time and the engineer 
of the following train could not see far enough 
ahead to stop in time to prevent an accident. 
Fortunately he was runring slowly, so the 
collision was not attended with any loss of 
life, or even any serious injuries, though five 
young women were hurt. Their names fol- 
low: 
CRANE, Miss Saran, No. 2843 Portland avenue, 
concussion of the hip; sprain of the left side. 
Cummines, Miss Karte, Fiftieth street and In- 
diana avenue, severe sprains of the wrist, 
elbow, and shoulder; recovery will be slow. 
JACKSON, Miss, No. 2422 Wabash avenue, cuton 
side of head: back bruised; sent to her home 
suffering from nervous prostration the result 
of the fright. 

Pat., Miss Nevute, No. 3112 Wabash avenue, 
contusion of the ankle. 

SroneE, Miss, severely shaken up. 

The injured girls were all employed at 
Siegel, Cooper & Co.’s. They were taken 
down to the store after the accident, where 
their injuries were attended to by Dr. Beck, 
the store physician. Miss Jackson and Miss 
Cummings were sent home in cabs; the 
others went home later unattended. 

The train that was run into was due at the 
Congress Street Station at 7:49. It was just 
starting from the Twenty-second Street Sta- 
tion when a train drawn by engine No. 40, in 
charge of Engineer, Davis, ran into the rear 
coach. The engine crashed through the piat- 
form and inte the coach up to the third 
window from the end. The car was 
crowded and some lives would in all 
probability haye been lost but fora guard 
who. saw the danger when the engine wasa 
few feet away. 

„Here comes an engine,“ he yelled, * get 
into the front end of the car.“ 

The passengers instantly rushed forward, 
and, as the engine was approaching slowly, 
not more thau six miles an hour, they had 
time’ to get out of harm’s way. The smoke- 
stack of the engine was broken off and the 
front end was battered up, The rear of the 
coach was badly demolished, though. The 
pecuniary loss will not exceed $450 on both 
the engineand the coach. Traffic was delayed 
nearly three hours. 

Engineer Davis declared that he could not 
see eleven feet ahead at the time of the acci- 
dent, the fog was so dense. 

It was the worst fog I ever saw in my life, 
and I have been railroading for twenty years, 
fog was just like a stone wall 
engine.

Prominent New York Specialist Who Was

New York, Nov. 9.—[Special.j]—The in- 
quest into the death of Dr. Galen Wade 
Lovatt, who died in the New York Hospital 
Oct. 21 froma bullet wound in his head, 
thought at the time to have been self-inflicted 
at No. 167 West Twenty-firet stree?, was held 
today. The wound was inflicted in the left 
temple, and as Dr. Lovatt was not left-handed 
it is not believed he fited the shot. Other 
suspicious circumstances pointed to murder. 
The jury rendered a verdict that Dr. Lovatt 
came to his death from a pistol_ shot wound 
at the hands of some unkhown person or per- 
sons. Jack Connolly, who lived in the 
same house with Lovatt, is said to be missing. 
Dr. Lovatt was one of the most widely known 
specialists in the city. ; 


New England Road Shut Out. 

The New York, New Haven and, Hartford 
railroad today gave out orders for. throwing 
the trains of the New England company out 
of the Grand Central station on and after 
Nov. 19. With its trains shut out from the 
Grand Central station the New England vom- 
pany will lose the valuable traffic between 
New York and Boston. The final ‘severance 
of relations between the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford and New 
York and New England companies will be 
the last act in ‘ bottling up the New En- 
gland railroad and will relegate it to the 
position of a local road, except for such busi- 
ness as it can command via the Poughkeepsie 
bridge. The move of the New Haven man- 
agement indicates that it intends to use 
heroic measures with its adversary and the 
next few weeks will gee some lively times. It 
is clearly going in to lay out the New England 
company and it is not working 
single-handed. The New Haven company has 
now enlisted the support of the Reading, 
Jersey Central, and Baltimore and Ohio com- 
panies, besides the Pennsylvania, Boston and 
Maine, and New York Central, which it has 
had for some time. This is the strongest alli- 
ance that was ever established among the 
Eastern railroads. It is said the report is un- 
founded and that the steamer Maryland route 
between Boston and Washington in connec- 
tion with the New Haven and Pennsylvania 
railroads is to be abolished. The story is said 
to have been manufactured by friends of the 
New England road. ‘

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‘MYSTERY OF A HOUSE. 


QUEER DOINGS IN A PRAIRIE AVE- 
NUE HOME UNEXPLAINED,

The Family of Mrs. Frances Cohn Dis- 
turbed by the Rattling of Dishes, Ring- 
ing of the Door Bell, Rocking of 
Chairs, and Shaking of the House—Ef- 
forts to Find the Cause of the Trouble 


Fail, and Now the Neighbors Speak in 


Whispers of Ghosts. 
For the last two weeks the home cf Mrs. 
Frances Cohn, No. 3901 Prairie avenue, has 
been disturbed in such a mysterious way that 


the family has become concerned as to final 


results unless the mystery is soon solved. The 
explanations of the happenings of the morn- 
ings and evenings of the last fourteen daysare 
as numerous as the people who attempt to 
give the explanations, and cover all the possi- 
bilities, known and unknown, from -ghosts to 
earthquakes. None of them seem to fit the 
case. 

The trouble began two weeks ago last night 
at 11:30 o’clock. The family was suddenly 
awakened by a strange scraping noise and the 
rattling of windows, the slamming of doom, 
the ringing of the door bell, and the jingling 
of dishes and pans in the kitchen. The house 
rocked from side to side and then began dan- 
cing up and down in a most peculiar manner 
and acting not at allasa well-behaved house 
should act at that ti ne of night. 

To say the inmates were scared is putting it 
mildly. Mrs. Cohn says she is not at all su- 
perstitious, but she would like to know what 
it was that got her out of bed so suddenly. 
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Weather for this vicinity today: 
Fair, south winds, slightly warmer. 
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FIRE IN A FOG—BURNING OF MOTOR HOUSE, CENTER STREET AND RACINE AVENUE. 


The house is a story anda half frame build- 
ing set upon wooden pins or posts. The dis- 
turbance lasted several minutes and then 
stopped as suddenly as it had started. Upon 
investigution no changes were discernible in 
the walls of the rooms, the doors were all 
right, and the building was just where it had 
been for fifteen years. 

Nothing more seems to have been thought 
of the occurrence and little was said even 
among the members of the family. Mrs. 
Cohn was sure the neighbors would not be- 
lieve the story and would probably think her 
demented, so she cautioned the children to 
say nothing and forget what they had seen, 


Strange Happenings Repeated. 


That was all right for one day, but at 11 
o’clock the next night the strange thing hap- 
pened again. Then there was a general 
hunt for cauges and the stovepipes were 
more securely wired to the walls,and the 
dishes laid out so as not to fall from the 
shelves. The gas was lit at the time, but did 
not appear to lose any of its brilliancy while 
the commotion was going on. Again the 
house rocked and danced and the tin paus rat- 
tled and the rocking chairs rocked without ap- 
parent cause. 

Then things were considered serious and an 
investigation was ordered ata conference of 
the members of the family as they met in the 
sitting-room to report experiences. The next 
morning at 6 o’clock the family was at the 
breakfast table when the same thing broke 
loose once more. It is not daylight these 
mornings at 6, but upon the beginning of the 
strange occurances the children, a boarder, 
and Mrs. Cohn scattered themselves about 
the house and outside to investigate. All 
brought in the same stories—aothing in 
sight. 

Then a plan of defense was formed. As 
soon as the noise was again heard the boarder 
was to go into the basement with one of the 
boys, the other boy was to run around the 
house, and Mrs. Cohn and the girls were to 
hold down the chairs and dishes on the inside. 
The mystery put in its appearance on 
schedule time that night, and, as 
it generally -lasts from four to 
five minutes, each watcher found his 
appointed place and kept a sharp lookout for 
ghosts, burglars, or earthquakes, None were 
found and the mystery was still as deep as be- 
fore. 

The family had become accustomed to its 
guest by this time and was able to pay more 
attention to details. It was noticed that the 
first thing heard was a peculiar sawing sound 
as if some one was cutting an iron pipe with 
a hand-saw. This was in the southwest cor- 
ner of the house. Then in the opposite cor- 
ner would be heard a strange pounding as of 
a great suction-valve in motion or a trip- 
hammer driving piles. This would be fol- 
lowed by the rocking of the house and the ac- 
companying slamming of doors and shutters 
and the rattling of pans and dishes. The 
door bell would ring and no one could be 
found who rang it. 


Policeman and Plumbers at Sea. 


The policeman was notified the next day 
and he began investigation. So far he has 
been unable to explain the mystery. 4 
plumber was called in. He said the pipes 
were all right and had not been tampered 
with. The boarder dug a hole in the cellar 
but could ind nothing out of the ordinary, ex- 
cept that the earth resembled that over a body 
of water. 

Then the neighbors got hold of the ‘story 
and it was whispered about that the house 
was haunted, Superstitious people began to 
walk on the opposite side ofthe street and 
imagine they could see misty shapes putting 
their hands against the building to make it 
rock, | 
Last night Mrs. Cohn invited a dozen of 
the neighbors into her home so they could 
see for themselves. At 8:45 the house had 


its regular evening “shake.” No one at- 


tempted to explain the thing.

HIGHWAYMEN AND BURGLARS ACTIVE. 


Under Cover of the Fog Marauders Be- 
come Bold=One Thief Captured, 

Highwaymen and burglars were busy last 
night in the district bounded by Eighteenth 
and Twentieth streets and Michigan avenue 
and State street. At 7 o’clock two men 
stepped from an alley on Twentieth street 
near Michigan avenue and knocked down 
a pedestrian. They were going through his 
pockets when two mén walked out of the fog 
and the thieves ran away. At 11 o’clock po- 
licemen saw burglars at work in Tibbetts’ 
grocefy store, Eighteenth street and Wabash 
avenue, and called for a patrol wagon load 
of policemen from the Cottage Grove Avenue 
Station. Three burglars were in the store; 
one, named John Ashton, was captured; the 
others ran from a side door and escaped ar-

rest and a shower of bullets. While this 
was going on shots were heard at Eighteenth 
and State streets. They were fired by police- 
men at two highwaymen who were at work 
ona colored man. The men escaped in the 
fog. It was also reported that another at- 
tempt at robbery was made on Twentieth 
street, between Michigan and Wabash avenues. 
Three men entered Joseph Moll’s saloon, No. 
497 Clark street, about 9 o’clock Wednesday 
night, and with drawn revolvers ordered the 
contents of the cash drawer to be delivered 
up to them. Moll's wife was alone 
in the place, but she refused 
to surrender her -husband’s property. The 
men attempted no violence, but two of them 
stood over her with their weapons pointed at 
her chest and ordered her to make no outcry, 
while the third man went behind the ber and 
rifled the cash drawer of 8115. :

FOUR KILLED IN AN OHIO WRECK. 


Head-End Collision on the Hocking Valley 
; Road Near Toledo. 

Totzpo, O., Nov. 9.—[{Special.]—Four were 
killed on the Columbus, Hocking Valley and 
Toledo railroad tonight in a head-end collis- 
ion. The names of the dead are:

Fireman J. H. Laskey lays the blame on his 
engineer, Kerlin, whose watch was slow, he 
says. Inaninterview he stated that the en- 
gineer knew of the passenger train, but 
thought he had time to make the switch. 
When the headlight was discovered the trains 
were nota hundred feet apart. The fireman 
jumped, as did also the head brakeman, and 
both escaped serious injury. 

The baggage car is completely telescoped, 
the smoking car going clear through it. It is 
little short of a miracle that many passengers 
were not seriously injured or killed, as both 
trains were going at a speed of,forty miles an 
hour. Cars are piled up thirty feet high and 
the road will be blocked for a day or two. 

The accident happened a mile and a half 


north of Rising Sun Station, twenty-seven _ 


miles south of Toledo. Passenger train No. 
36. consisting of three coaches, left here at 
4:25, and an hour after that was due at Ris- 
ing Sun. A north-bound freight was due at 
Rising Sun a few minutes before that time, 
and Engineer Kerlin had orders to stop there 
and wait for the passenger. He dis- 
obeyed orders and proceeded on his was to 
Toledo. It was foggy; and the air was also 
filled with vapor from the neighbormg oil 
field. It was impossible to see even a few 
rods, The trains were both rushing at full 
speed, one for Toledo and the other for Co- 
lumbus. There was a crash and the four 
named were almost instantly killed. The en- 
gines plunged almost through each other and 
were merged into a common mass of twisted 
iron. 

Help was sent for from Rising Sun as soon 
as ible and a special traiu load of officials 
and doctors went down from this city but 
arrived too late to render any assistance to 
the train men who had been caught. None of 
the passengers was seriously hurt.

Gates, a member of the Anti-Gambling 
League, took up the investigation, and testi- 
mony obtained from young men who had 
been guests of the club gave, it is said, 
evidence that various games with a well sup- 
plied sideboard were the attractions. A few 
days ago many of the prominent citizens of 
the place received a circular calling attention 
to the danger which menaced the young men 
and boys. The circular was in part as fol- 
lows: 

Where are the defenders of Ravenswood’s fair 
name? Ravenswood whose beautiful homes, 
many churches, fine schools, public library 
M. C. A. building. and its literary and social so- 
cieties give evidence of the culture and high 
moral standing of its inhabitants. But are its 
citizens asleep? Are they resting in fancied 
security after their recent fight against 
the encroachments of a saloon on its remote 
border? Are they not aware of the enemy right 
in their very midst? What! a saloon in Ravens- 
wood! horrible! but no; it is impossible fora 
saloon to get a foothold in our charming suburb.

so far and you may be sure we are 
on the alert to ard against such a 
danger. But what about the new club“? 
O. that is only a club. A bar? O, no only a side- 
board. Why, almost every house has its side- 
board, And what? gamble, O, not really gamble.

| WILL PROSECUTE ALL 


POLITIOAL FINE WORKERS AT BUF- 
‘PALO TO BE PUNISHED. 


Leading Lawyers Engaged by the Sheehan 
Opposition to Conduct the Cases in the 
Police Court — How the Préceedings 
Will Be Instituted and Those Who 
Will Be Affected=—Iowa'’s Official Vote 
Will Indicate Few Changes=How Many 
Political Leaders View Results, 

Burrato, N. I., Nay. 9.—[Speolal. Not 
content with having completely routsd Lieut.- 
Gov. Sheehan and his followers at the polls 
Tuesday the opposition leaders now purpose 
bringing to justice every man who had any 
connection with the dirty work which was 
carried on in the lower wards, Today or to- 
morrow will see the formal opening of the 
proceedings. Many people who will be wit- 
nesses called today at the offices of the 
lawyers who will conduct the prosecution 
and much testimony and many affidavits were 
taken. The first move will be in police court. 
John G. Milburn, Ansley Wilcox, Tracy C. 
Becker, Adelbert Moot, and half a dozen other 
leading lawyers, both Republican and Demo- 
cratic, have been engaged. First the coloniz- 
ers will be proceeded against,as many of 
them as can be found. The improvised board- 
ing- houses from which several hundred of 
these were registered already are deserted, 
and few of the 125 men for whom warrants 
are out can be found. On election day, when 
they were all on hand, a gang patrolman cool- 
ly carried the wartants in his pocket all day, 
and has since been defended by his superior, 
who in turn has the approval of higher offi- 
cials, 

The prize-fighters who stood a watcher on 
his head in the mud and forcibly ejected hon- 
est voters from the booths will be put behind 
prison bars if it is possible. When they are 
disposed of the plan is to proceed against the 
patrolman who neglected to serve the war- 
rants, then against Capt. Regan, and later 
—— Supt. Chambers himself. The talk 
of carrying the matter still further and push- 
ing cases against the -Police Commissioners 
continues. 

Sheriff Beck, who permitted the thugs to 
parade about the booths with Deputy Sheriff 
badges, committing unlimited outrages, will 
be given immediate attention. He failed to 
arrest Kennedy of the First and Nincteenth 
Wards until the latter had had time to super- 
vise the count in his district. A warrant for 
his arrest was placed in Beck’s hands about 1 
o’clock on the afternoon of election day, but 
Kennedy went free until 9 o’clock that night. 
The Governor will be appealed to to remove 
Beck from office on the charges of incompe- 
tency and neglect of duty.

IOWA’S OFFICIAL VOTE 18 LATE. 


Jackson's Plurality Grow Hove the Legis- 
lature Will Stand. 

Das Mornegs, Ia., Nov. 9.—[Special.]—Re- 
turns have not yet been received from all the 
counties in the State, and the full vote will 
not be known until after next Monday, when 
the Boards of Supervisors meet to canvags the 
vote. It is practically certain, however, that 
Mr. Jackson’s plurality over Gov. Boies will 
not be less than 80,000, and it may go as 
high as 35,000. Itis thought that the Ben- 
nett-Mitchell vote will not exceed 10,000, 
though not enough returns have been received 
to make a close estimate on the vote, Gen. 
Weaver says that from advices received by 
* „N- they estimate their vote at from 
25,000 to 30,000. They failed, however, to 
elect any members of the Legislature. 

In speaking of the result this afternoon 
Gen. Weaver said that he had expected Mr. 
Jackson’s election. As to the effect of the Re- 
publican victories he said: The overwhelim- 
mg defeat of the Democratic party in the 
North will have an encouraging effect on the 
Populists in the South and will disarm the 
Democrats of their strougest argument, their 
ability to carry enough Northern States to 
enable them to control the government. All 
free silver men without regard to party 
will get together.“ In regard to the result in 
Iowa he said that the Democratic party had 
suffered from an overdose of Clevelandism,“ 
and it was natural that those who were dis- 
satistied should use the Republican party as 
an instrument to punish Democratic treachery 
against free silver. 

The Prohibition leaders seem to be divided 
in their views of the result. B. F. Wright,

OONSERVATIVE TARIFF LEGISLATION 
IS NOW THE TALK. 


The President Is Said to Be Not Dis- 
pleased That Neal Is Defeated—South- 
ern Democrats Foresee Disaster and 
All Kinds of Compromises Are Men- 
tioned=Internal Revenue Schedules 
May Be Rearranged to Affect Tobacco 
and Sugar, 


Wasuteros, D. C., Nov. 9.—[Special.]— 
Democratic leaders are talking about. con- 
servative”’ tariff legislation. There has been 
a wonderful growth of conservatism since 
Tuesday’s elections. On behalf of the admin- 
istration it is said that the President is rather 
glad to have Neal beaten in Ohio, because he 
was the author of the obnoxious tariff plank, 
and insisted on running on a free trade plat- 
form. But over in Massachusetts the Presi- 
dent’s personal friend, John E. Russell, is 
beaten relatively as badly as Neal. And he, 
too, was a free trader, and ran on that plat- 
form. Boiesof Iowa was also understood to 
be a free trader, and he is a good friend of 
the administration. 

The Southern Democrats take the outcome 
to heart more than anybody else. While they 
are thankful for keeping Virginia from fall- 
ing into the hands of the Populists they khow 
that all the border States and even Tennessee 
would be more endangered to them by free 
trade than by free silver. The Alabama folks 
have protested since election day against fool- 
ing with iron and coal, while West Virginia 
took pains to declare itself weeks ahead of 
the election. Nevertheless the Southern ma- 
ority on the Ways and Means committee’ 
seems to be as purblind as ever. McMillin of 
Tennessee is the loudest in saying that they 
will stick to their party platform and report a 
revenue tariff bill. Chairman Wilson, how- 
ever. is under White House influence. and he 
may be able to moderate the zeal of his asso- 
cia tes. 


Many Difficulties in the House. 

Itis not, however, the committee itself 
which may shape the tariff legislation. The 
Democratic majority in the House is liable to 
balk. About the only thing the party seems 
united on is free wool. A pretty big section 
under the lead of Hatch of Missouri is insist- 
ing that sugar must be kept free, and if the 
committee reports in favor of restoring the 
duty there will be an alternative proposition 
in the House to substitute fot the sugar duty 
an income tax. It looks now as though both 
the sugar duty and the income tax will have 
to be resorted to in order to raise the needed 
revenues for the government. The Southern- 
ers want the income tax, and a majority of 
them would rather bave sugar let alone. The 
Northern Democrats for the most part are 
fearful of the income tax, but they are afraid 
to restore the sugar duties. Inthe end they 
will probably choose the latter, because the 
sugar trust will be in this way cared for by its 
friends. 

Virginia is already being heard from in 

rotests against reimposing any of the to- 

ceo taxes. Its members say that they kept 
the party solid this fall by promising that 
tobacco should be let alone and they cannot 
afford to risk reélection next year if the tax is 
reimposed. The tobacco manufacturers held 
a meeting here yesterday and resolved against 
restoring the duties on the manufactured 
product. The brewers put in their protests 
against an increased tax on malt liquors a 
long while ago. The only people who are not 
kicking are the whisky distillers. 

All these embarrassments cause some of the 
bolder Democrats to say that the only salva- 
tion for the party is to bring in a rippi 
revenue tariff bill with the income tax an 
other means of direct taxation, and to make 
the fight squarely on thatissue. But this is 
not the dominating sentiment, whichis for 
conservatism. 

To Leave Out the Sugar Bounty. 

The Democratic members of the Ways and 
Means committee of the House had a confer- 
ence with Secretary Carlisle this morning on 
the construction of the new tariff bill. Mesers. 
McMillan, Turner, Breckinridge of Arkansas, 
Bynum, and Montgomery were present. The 
conference lasted some time. It is under- 
stood the Treasury Department’s stand was 
that no material change shall be made in the 
internal revenue schedule except to increase 


the duty on whisky, put a duty on crude and 


refined sugar, do away entirely with the 
bounty on sugar, which this year foots up 
nearly $10,000,000. This item will be 
omitted, itis said, from the estimates sent to 
Congress by Carlisle. ; 

National Democratic Committeeman Wall 
of Wisconsin subsequently saw Secretary Car- 
lisle today, during which time he took occa- 
sion to protest against the new tariff bill in- 
creasing the internal revenue tax on beer. 
He was also opposed to reducing the customs 
duty on imported Canadian lumber. 

A committee of ten, representing the manu- 
facturers of tobacco now in sessionin Wash- 
ington, had A conference with the Ways and 
Means committee this afternoon in reference 
to the present tax on manufactured tobacco. 
D. R. Spence of Cincinnati, Chairman of the 
committee and a large tobacco manufacturer, 
argued in detail against any increase in the 
tax on manufaétured tobacco and urged that 
the present rate of six cents a pound be re- 
tained and that the free leaf law be repealed. 
Remarks were also made by Theodore E. 
Allen of New York, Mr. E. H. Miller and Mr. 
J. F. Risson of Danville, Va., and Mr. Lig- 
gett of St. Louis. The latter advocated the 
necessity ofa tax on retail dealers in leaf 
tobacco equal to the tax paid by the manu- 
facturer, thus leaving the farmer free to sell 
to whom he pleases.

After Rallying from a Prolonged Illness 
He Is Carried Away by a Brief Sick- 
ness=In Old King’s Chapel the Funer- 
al of the Great Historian Will Be Held 
Story of His Eminent'Career—Lowell’s 
Estimate—Death of Annie Pixley, the 
Actress=Other Mortuary Matters. 


Bosrox, Mass., Nov. 9.—Francis Parkman, 
theeminent historian, died at his home on 
Prince street, Jamaica Plain, yesterday after-

noon. His last sickness was brief, peritonitis 
being the cause of death. 

Several months ago Mr. Parkman’s condi- 
tion was regarded as serious and fears of his 
death were entertained, but he rallied from 
the attack. He remained, however, in a 
weakened condition, and when attacked by 
peritonitis his vitality was insufficient to sus- 
tain him. 

The funeral services will be held in King’s 
Chapel, this city, at noon Saturday. 

[Ot the famous group of eminent American 
historians to which Mr. Francis Parkman be- 
longed he was the yonngest member, and it is no 
disparagement to the others to say that he out- 

ked them all. His natural gifts, reinforced 
by his scholarly attainments, made his accounts 
of the past which he depicted true not only to the 
literal facts but to the innate life and essential 


character thereof. His method was the genuinely’ 


scientific one, and in his manner of preparing 
himself for bis work he was the forerunner of the 
modern ethnologist, whose science is based upon 
the achievement of a thorough familiarity with 
his subject in all possible bearings, psychical as 
well as physical. The daily walks of Mr. Park- 
man, both sammer and winter, were amid scenes 
ohce familiar to the presence of two of his fa- 
mous contemporaries; his summer home, a 
estate, near Jamaica Pond, being not 
far from the Motley mansion on the Bussey place, 
while his comfortable winter house on Chestnut 
street is almost within a stone’s throw of the Bea 
con street dwelling of the historian Prescott. 

In 1846, two years after his graduation from 
Harvard, he made, in company with his friend 
and kinsman, Quincy A. Shaw—always his near 
neighbor at Jamaica Plain—an extensive trip to 
the remote West, as far as the Rocky Mountains. 
through regions then an utter wilderness, 
but now long since opened to cultivation. The 
records of the tour were given in a series of 
sketches of prairie and Rocky Mountain life by 
Mr. Parkman in the Knickerbocker Magazine of 
New York. and they were afterward published in 
a volume under the title of The California and 

n Trail.“ was Mr. Parkman's first 
volume. The principal object of the trip was the 
observation of Indian and trapper life, and the 
two companions lived for some little time in an 
Indian village of the Dakotas. 

Under normal conditions the work of a histo- 
rian is arduous enough, but, with the conditions 
under which Mr. Parkman had been compelled 
to pursue his K the task must have 
seemed almost appalling, for, like Prescott, the 
state of Mr. Parkman’s mg K been such as to 
oblige him to make use of the eyes and hand of 
nother in his work. While engaged in his first 
istoric work. The Conspiracy of Pontiac,” for 
bout three years he was unable to bear the light 
of day at all, and could not make the least at- 
tempt to read or write. Later, however, he re- 
covered. the use of his eyes to a great extent and 
was able to do considerable writing, but for read- 

or any continuous effort they were not avail- 
able. The great bulk of his material was 
in the French language, and came from the 
manuscript collections of the French Govern- 
ment in Paris, in the national archives, the na- 
tional library, and, chief of all, the immense ac- 
cumulations of the archives of the marine and 
colonies. These sources were thus prolific on ac- 
count of the extremely minute and detailed re- 
ports which the French officials in Canada were 
obliged to make to the home government con- 
tinually, all of which found their way into the 
archives. The colonial records of Massachusetts, 
New York, and other States gave much informa- 
tion about the part played by the English colonies 
France and against Canada. 
Of course it would have been substantially an 
endless task, especially for one working as Mr. 
Parkman was obliged to, to use the material at 
the various sources in Paris, London, Canad 
and elsewhere, for it was necessary to have it al 
within reach for constant reference; there- 
fore he was obliged to bave every- 
thing copied for him—naturally a most expensive 
piece of work. In this he had the most cordial 
assistance and cooperation of the government and 
library officials’ in Paris and the other 
places. The copies, amounting to thou- 
sands of manuscript pages, were made 
with extreme care an or ij por and 
bound uniformly, forming dozens of large manu- 
script volumes—a most formidable array to con- 
template. All of manuscript copies, with 
the exception of such as were required for imme- 
diate use, were kept in the building of the Massa- 
chusetts Historical Society for safety, the build- 
ing being fireproof.

Prof. Herman Hagen of Harvard. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 9.— Prof. Herman August 
Hagen of Harvard College, one of the greatest 
scientists in the world, died today. He was born 
in Konigsberg, Prussia, May 30,1817. He was 
g-aduated at the gymnasium in 1836 and re- 
ceived his medical degree from the university in 
his native city in 1840, also studying later in 
Berlin. Vienna, Paris, and elsewhere. He was 
invited by Louis Agassiz to come to Cambridge 
as assistant in entomology at the museum of 
comparative y andin 1870 was. make pro- 
fessor of the science at Harvard. In_1863 he ro- 
ceived the honorar, degree of Ph. D. from the 
University of Konigsberg. He was a member of 
the American Association for the Advancement of 
Science, besides being a member of other scien- 
tific societies, His publications include upward 
of 400 articles, of which the most important is

OONTRIBUTIONS OF 8TOOK TO DATE 
NUMBER 62,678 SHARES, 


People Who Desire to Keep Their Certifi- 
cates as Souvenirs of the World’s Co- 

‘ Jambian Exposition May Have Them 

Back After Dividends Are Paid—Rapid 
Removal of Fair ExhibitseMany Fish 
Will Go te ITilinois Schools — Ferris 
Wheel Company Sued- Awards. 


The Columbian Museum enterprise is 
booming. Fourteen thousand two hundred 
and twenty-six shares of stock were sent in to 
Mr. Black, trustee, at the Continental Na- 
tional Bank yesterday, making the total sub- 
scriptions 62,678 shares.

An arrangement will be made between 
the museum company with Mr. Black, as 
trustee, and the World’s Fair Directors for 
thegeturn of certificates to their owners after 
the dividends have been paid. This can be 
done easily by the Exposition company agree- 
ing to issue one certificate to Mr. Blaek cover- 
ing the whole subscription and returning the 
originals to their owners. I can say this will 
be done and a statement to that effect should 
have been made in the circular letter that was 
sent out.“ ’ 

Mr. Black also desires to impress upon the 
holders of one or two shares that contribu- 
tions of small amounts are just as desirable 
and highly appreciated as the large ones. 

Yesterday’s list of contributions was headed 
by the firm of Marshall Field & Co. with a

RAPID WORK REMOVING EXHIBITS, 


Hardly Anything Worth Seeing Left in the 
Big Fair Buildings, 

The work of demolition and removal at 
J&ckson Park has made almost incredible 
progress during the last week. The state- 
ments so positively made three weeks ago 
that certain buildmgs could not be emptied 
for many months to come were wide of the 
mark. There is not a building in the park to- 
day that would be worth visiting to see what 
is left in it. The Horticultural, Fisheries, and 
Transportation Buildings are virtually empty, 
and there is mighty little to see even in the 
Manufactures Building. The work of tearing 
things to pieces and carting them away is per- 
formed with constantly accelerated speed and 
enthusiasm. Turntables have. been con- 
structed in front of many of the buildings, 
the locomotives race across the 
plazas, bridges, and lawns, ringing bells 
and blowing whistles, and as to trucks, the 
park is alive with them. Preparations are 
making to uncover the tracks that traverse 
the Manufactures Building, and Columbia 
avenue would have trains running through it 
every hour but for the clock tower, the eleva- 
tors, and the Yerkes telescope, all of which will 
vanish before long. A special railroad branch 
has been run along the California Building, 
and from the manner in which exhibits were 
being run into the box cars, it would seem 
that they would all be loaded by some time to- 


ay. 

The Transportation Bujlding is practically 
empty except the railroad rolling stock in the 
annex. The exhibits are arranged on thirty- 
three side-tracks bout 200 yards long each, 
or two and one-half miles altogether. The 
removal of them waits on the reconstruction 
of the electric tranfer table and its roadway. 
The transfer table, which is seventy feet long 
and ten feet wide covers a single track and 
runs back and forth in a pit three feet deep, 
seventy feet wide, and 900 feet long. It is 
operated by electricity on the conduit plan. 
It stops in front of any of the stub-tracks, re- 
ceives a car, and then travels eastward with it 
until it stops in front of the track leading out 
of the grounds. It was by means of this 
transfer table that the railroad exhibits were 
installed, and as soon as the installation was 
complete the table was carried to the east end 
of the pit, and then the pit was covered in 
with heavy timbers and flooring, on which 
endless heavy exhibits were installed. Now, 
when the rolling stock is to be removed again 
these exhibits have to be removed, the floor- 
ing torn up, and the pit all opened. This is 
proving a difficult tedious job, and is not 
as yet more than one-third accomplished. 

The Manufactures Building will be closed 
against visitors today.

SUE THE FERRIS WHEEL COMPANY. 
The Exposition Managers Want to Get 
Hold of That $75,000. 

As expected the World's Columbian Expo- 
sition has commenced an action against the 
Ferris Wheel company to secure payment of 
percentages amounting. to $75,000. The 
papers were filed in the Circuit Court yester- 
day. Undera contract made with the pro- 
moters of the wheel scheme the Exposition 
company claims it was to receive half the 
earnings after these exceeded $300,000. 
Tab was kept upon the number of admissions 
to the wheel by the Exposition Bureau, and a 
claim of $150,000 was made upon the wheel 
company as the Exposition’s share of the 
earnings after the $300,000 mark had been 
passed. The wheel company, it is said, paid 
to the Exposition $75,000. and retained the 
remaining $75,000 on deposit in the Union 
National Bank. Its officers hold among 
other things that the Exposition company has 
broken its contract in closing the Midway to 
visitors before January next.

KEEP THE BUILDINGS. 


POPULAR MOVEMENT 10 RETAIN 
anf FAIR STRUCTURES. 


World’s Fair Directors Will Consider the 
Matter=Opposition of the South Park 
Board May Be Overceme—Improve- 
ments Made by the Exposition Com- 
pany- Meeting Held Yesterday Favor- 
able to the Removal of the Manufact- 
ures Building to the Lake Front. 


A strong movement to preserve in their 
present state nearly all the main Exposition 
buildings at Jackson Park will probably be 
commenced today. Many people have lately 
expressed themselves so vigorously in favor 
of letting them stand that the matter will be 
seriously considered by the Board of Directors 
in their meeting this afternoon. The South 
Park Commissioners have said that the 
grounds must be cleared off and restored to 
them for park purposes, but, as a member of 
the fair directory expressed it yesterday, 
there isa growing sentiment in favor of re- 
versing this decision. When discussing the 
oe yesterday afternoon Edwin Walker 
said: 

The Park Commissioners represent only one 
section of this great city while the directors 
represent the ple of all sections, and those 
living on the North and West Sides are just as 
much interested as those living on the South 
Side. I understand the question will be brought 
before the directory at its meeting tomorrow for 
consideration, but Iam not prepared to antici- 
pate any action that may be taken. 

In the meantime Washington Porter is 
pushing his scheme to have the Manufactures 
Building brought down-town and set up on 
the Lake-Front for all it is worth. He will 
introduce a resolution in the board meeting 
this afternoon calling for the appointment of 
a conference committee of three to meet a 
like committee from the City Council for the 
purpose of finally determini whether the 
scheme shall be put through or dropped. 

Will Have 100,000 Signatures. 


Mr. Porter made the assertion last evening 
that by next Saturday — 100,000 signa- 
tures will have been attached to the petitions 
now in circulation asking that this great struc- 
ture be removed to the Lake-Front and there 
retained as a lasting monument tothe glory 
of the Exposition. But the success of Mr. 
Porter’s enterprise depends largely upon the 
failure of that other movement to preserve all 
the buildings where they are. r. Walker 
thinks one of them ought to be removed to 
some convenient location and kept intact as 
a hall for convention purposes if they are to 
be torn down, but he declined tosay which 
one washis preference.

SUNSET OLUB DISOUSSES THE ASSAS- 
SINATION OF PUBLIO MEN. 


Subject of the First Meeting of the Win- 
ter Attracts a Notable Gathering and a 
Variety of Views as to Causes and Ef- 
fects Are Expressed=Newspaper Com- 
ment Before and After Election Con- 
trasted and Criticised=Prendergast a 
Fruitfal Object Lesson. 


Doctors, lawyers, editors, railroad men, 
gnd merchants discussed The Assassination 
of Our Public Men: Its Cause and Lessons,” 
at the Grand Pacific Hotel last night. 

It was the opening session and banquet of 
the Sunset club’s season and over 200 mem- 
bers were present.. The nature of the topic 
selected for debate naturally aroused consid- 
erable interest. The ladies“ ordinary 
had. been selected as the place for 
dining and  speechmaking. Nothing 
was attempted in the way of decorations out- 
side of flowers placed on the tables which 
were arranged promiscuously about the room. 

At a long board at the east side sat the offi- 
cers of the club and the principal speakers. 
Edward A. Bancroft presided. Next to him 
sat Andrew W. Underwood, the new Secre- 
. Engle- 
hart, and Mark L. Crawford. At 6:30 the 
company sat down to dinner. Those who re- 
sponded to the one subject under discussion 
were Dr. Henry L. Lyman, George P. Engle- 
hart, Charles A. Brown, Dr. A. W. Wright, 
William G. Clark, Joseph P. David, George 
Braham, Joseph Mann, Mark L. Crawford, 
Slason Thompson, and Dr. Moyer. Joseph 
W. Errant’s resignation as Secretary was an- 
nounced and Arthur W. Underwood was in- 
troduced as his successor, having been previ- 
ously elected by the Board of Directors. 

Dr. Lyman Opens the Discussion. 


Chairman Bancroft announced Dr. Henry 


L. Lyman as the speaker selected to open the 


discussion, which, before the close, took a 
wide range and brought outa variety of ideas. 
Dr. Lyman treated the subject historically at 
first and in his closing argument said: 

We have been so engrossed in our private af- 
fairs that we have ignored the shady side of 
society. Itis a matter of the utmost importance 
to which we should give more thought. I say to 
the legal and clerical gentlemen that the com- 
mon man cannot judge what constitutes insanity. 
It requires trained skill, experience, and 
the utmost care. We are surrounded 
in the shady side of our lifo 
with poor creatures who need the care of their 
fellow-men and we need to be isolated from 
them, and they should be so isolated. Something 
must done to suppress and confine the 
maniacs. 

George P. Englehart was the second speaker. 
In part he said: 
A few nights 
shot down in his own 
afterward a stranger 
the lice stations and confessed that 
he ad committed the terrible deed. 
The question arises, Why was ‘such a crime com- 
mitted? A majority of people would say it was 
the act of a maniac who believed he had been 
wronged and must be revenged. But the time has 
come for civilization to assert itself. It can no 
longer take into account the motive, but must 
look at the facts in such crimes and punishment 
must be administered to the criminal whether he 
be sane or insane. The man who com- 
mits murder commits a crime against so- 
ciety and society must protect itself. But while 
we hold the murderer responsible, does not some 
measure of — attach to us for giving 
these dangerous ople an opportunity to 
assassinate our public men? The abuse of candi- 
dates by the press has grown to such lengths 
os it is almost worth any man’s life to run for 

ce. 

Our campaigns are not campaigns of principle 
against principle, but of slander against slander. 
With all his eccentricities Carter H. Harrison 
was an honest, public spirited, patriotic citizen 
who had the interests of this city at heart, yet 
prior to his election he was pictured in 
the public press as an arch conspirator against 
the city. All good men should rise up and de- 
feat this iniquitous practice of making our can- 
didates appear as the impersonators of every- 
thing thatis wrong. I do not pretend to say 
that the slanders heaped upon Mr. Harrison 
were approved by the people of this community, 
but they found lodgement in one brain; the 
flame thus kindled grew apace, the sky became 
lurid, and finally a shot laid low one of our best 
meu. 


Should Be a Law Against Cranks. 


Charles A. Brown followed Mr. Englehart. 
In brief he said: 

There should be a law against dangerous 
persons, cranks and criminals carrying deadly 
weapons. Mayor Harrison’s assassination was 
due to many causes, one of which was the agita- 
tion of the question of railroad track elevation. 

e honor our wealthy men for giving their mill- 
ions to build museums, yet if they would give 
attention to the elevation of these tracks much 
could be done towards removing the causes which 
lead men to commit murder. 

Dr. A. W. Wright thought that the news- 
papers were responsible for the assassination 
of public men. In his argument he made 
these assertions: 

Go back a few years to the time when a certain 
man was running for the office of Mayor and — 
must remember how viciously he was attacked 
by the entire press of the city. The severest 
language was brought into use by them in por- 
traying the badness of that man and their pages 
were filled with columns of the most scathing 
abuse. As a result Carter Harrison has been 
murdered. 85 5 

The next speaker was William G. Clark. 
The two sentiments and theories just ad- 
— did not meet with his approval. He 
Sald: 

I haven't seen anything to indicate that Pren- 
dergast has taken any means to avail himself of 
the benefits of the law on insanity. We can hold 
bim personally responsible, not the press and 
polptt, for the commission of his crime. Mayor 

arrison was slain by one of his own admirers, 
who could not have been influenced by the city 
press. Lincoln’s assassination was an out- 
growth of the war; Garfield’s was the result of 
conditions peculiar to a great political excite- 

t.

Cause of Mayeor’s Murder. 


Mayor Harrison’s murder is without precedent, 
due to two causes. One is laxity in the enforce- 
ment of the law against and the infliction of 

unishment on criminals. There is not an 

stance of capital punishment since the An- 
archists were hung. Environment is largely 
responsible for all our crimes. Undoubtedly 
Prendergast took everything into account before 
he murdered the Mayor and one of the considera- 
tions was that no man had been punished by 
death for murder. The other cause is the spoils 
system in our politics. 

Joseph P. David was so much surprised at 
the utterances of some of the speakers that he 
wondered whether we were living in the 
nineteenth or the fifth century.

It 
is wrong to do so. We can't solve this question. 
It is incapable of solution. 

George Braham was humorous. He could 
not see that there was any fault in the law or 
the enforcement of it.

You can’t convict murderers until you suppress 
some of the criminal lawyers, nor until the police 
force of the city is improved.

TOTHEROH WILL MAKE NO DEFENSE. 


Hyde Park Pastor Admits That the Charges 
Against Him Are True. 

The Rev. Dr. W. W. Totheroh of the First 
Presbyterian Church of Hyde Park will not 
make any defense when his case comes before 
the Chicago Presbytery Monday. The charge 
against Dr. Totheroh concerrs his relations 
with Mrs. Harriet R. Hamilton. 

Neither Dr. Totheroh’s friends nor oppo- 
nents care to talk of the most recent develop- 
ments. It appears, however, that those mem- 
bers of the church who have be 
lieved the charges against Dr. Totheroh 
have been keeping a close watch upon his 
movements with the view to securing evidence 
that would be conclusive. Wednesday after- 
noon Dr. Totheroh and Mrs. Hamilton 
were discovered ether on the street. 
The detectives followed them to the 
Ashley House, Van Buren and State 
streets. This was at 3 o'elock. 
The detectives summoned some of the church 
members to the hotel. At 8 o’clock the 
couple ver gg from an apartment and were 
confronted by the watchers. Dr. eroh 
asked if he was to be arrested. The watchers 
said they simply wanted to satisfy themselves 
as to the truth of the charges. Dr. Totheroh 
then admitted that the charges against him 
were true and begged for temporary secrecy. 
This was granted.

181 Fifty-third street, last night. He said:

NORWAY’S EXTRADITION TREATY. 


How Embezzlers and Housebreakers May 
Be Brought Back. 

WASHINGTON. D. C., Nov. 9.—Secretary 
Gresham and Minister Grip have exchanged 
ratifications of the Norwegian extradition 
treaty. This treaty, which was concluded 
June 7 last. is a duplicate of the extradition 
treaty negotiated between the United States 
and Sweden and ratified March 18 last, with 
two exceptions. These occur in the third article 
and consist of the omission from the list of ex- 
traditable crimes of ‘* housebreaking or shop- 
breaking and obtaining money, valuables, 
securities, or other property by false pre- 
tenses, or receiving money, valuable securi- 
ties, or other property knowing the same to 
have been embezzled, stolen, or fraudulently 
obtained; when such act is made criminal by 
the laws of both countries and the amount of 
money or the value of the property fraudu- 
lently obtained or received is not less than 
$200 or kroner 740.“ There appears, how- 
ever, to remain ample provision for the extra- 
dition of embezzlers, for the sixth and seventh 
sections of Art. 2 of the treaty read as fol- 
lows: , 

6. Embezzlement by public officers; embezazle- 
ment by persons hired or salaried to the detri- 
ment of their employers; larceny. 

7. Fraud or breach of trust by a bailee, bank- 
er, agent, factor, trustee or other person acting 
in a judiciary capacity, director, member or offi- 
cer of any company, when such act is made 
criminal by the laws of both countries and the 
amount of money or the value of the property 
misappropriated is not less than $200 or kroner 
740. 


It may be also that the housebreakers can 
be brought to book under the third section of 
the same article, which reads: 

3. Robbery, defined to be the act of feloniously 
and forcibly taking from the person of another 
money or goods, by violence or putting him in 
fear; burglary. 

The new treaty is otherwise similar in the 
list of offenses covered to all of the conven- 
tions relating to extradition recently nego- 
tiated by the United States, and goes into ef- 
fect thirty days from yesterday. 


GRECO AND PINI CARRY OFF THE HONORS. 


Interesting Exhibition of Sword Play at

KILLS HIMSELF IN MEMORIAL HALL, 


Ex-Gov, Ames’ Private Secretary Commits 
Suicide at North Easton, Mass. 

Nortu Easton, Mass., Nov. 9.—George K. 
Davis, ex-Gov. Ames’ private secretary, shot 
himself through the heart this afternoon. 
The body was found in Memorial Hall by the 
janitor of the public schools here. Mr. Davis’ 
coat was folded under his head, his vest and 
shirt were open and a revolver was in his 
hand, a small wound over the heart, marking 
the entrance of the fatal bullet. For 
some time Mr. Davis has been fail- 
ing in health and has been despond- 
ent and the .deed is ascribed by those 
who knew him best to mental aberration. He 
had held the position of Private Secretary 
for twenty years. He was a prominent Mason 
and was connected with other fraternal organ- 
izations. He was Master of Paul Dean 
lodge of Masons in 1883 and_his name is 
first on the charter list of North Easton Coun- 
cil, No. 866, Royal Arcanum. He was uni- 
versally esteemed. He was born in Jamaica 
Plain about 48 years ago and leaves a widow. 
and two children. 


AMERICAN LUMBERMEN ARE ANXIOUS, 


They Decide to Fight the Proposed Reduc- 
tion in the Tariff.

THREATENED RIOT, FIERY OHAL- 
LENGE, AND LYNOH LAW. 


Beerseller Meetze Defies Gov. Tillman on 
the’ Columbia, S. C., Fair Grounds and 
Threatens to Shoot Down His Minions 
if They Arrest Him Without a War- 
rant—Representative Oates Calls Editor 
Hawkins of St. Louis a Jackass and 
Challenges Him- Henry Bogue Lynched. 

Cotumsia, S. C., Nov. 9.—[Special.]|—A 
bloody riot was narrowly averted at the State 
Fair grounds in this city today owing to the 
attempted arrest of W. B. Meetze by State 
dispensary constables. He was sellmg rice 
beer on the grounds. Gov. Tillman himself 
went to Meetze and ordered him to stop sell- 
ing, but Meetze cursed him to his face and 
defied the Governor to arrest him 
without a warrant, The Goyernor or- 
dered a number of constables to ar- 
rest Meetze, but he demanded fa warrant. 
They then got warrants and arrested Meetze 
several times, but he as often ga ve bonds and 
proceeded with the sale. This made Gov. 
Tillman furious, and he sent tc the peniten- 
tiary and got a squad of armed guards to 
make the arrest. When they went to Meetze’s 
booth he was away, but the constables ar- 
rested his two clerks. Meetze came up soon 
after, and the sale of beer proceeded. The 
penitentiary guards and constables then at- 
tempted to arrest him, but with cool de- 
termination he said: 

will not be arrested without a warrant. 
The first man that crosses that counter I will 
kill.“ 

The constables knew he would do what he 
said and they retired and reported to the Gov- 
ernor. The latter fairly fumed and swore 
with an oath that one man should not bull- 
doze the State of South Carolina, that he 
would arrest him if it took all the military in 
the city. One of the constables told him if 
any pistol was pulled on Meetze it would pre- 
cipitate a riot and many people would be 
killed, : 

Kill him, if necessary,“ was the Govern- 
or’s reply, it is reported. He ordered the 
men to go back and arrest Meetze and then 
went home, so as to call out the ‘military if 
necessary. He saw Capt. Alston of the Rich- 
land Volunteers, but the latter told him it 
would be impossible to get his company to- 
gether, and he did not try. The oth- 
er Captains hearing this kepß in_hid- 
ing so that no orders ‘could be 
received from the Governor. The 
excitement was intense and the yast crowd, 
which generally sympaihized with Meetze, 
surged about him eagerly awaiting the row. 
The fair authorities were appealed to and they 
annulled Meetze’s privilege and ordered him 
to close selling. He refused unless they would 
return his money. They started to get up their 

lice to arrest him, but in the meantime 

had sold every bottle of beer 
on hand. He said he would = quit 
then in deference to the wish 
of his friends, who saw that, if he persisted, a 
bloody riot would result from an attempt to 
arrest him. This quietéd things and no 
further trouble occurred. Meetze was sur- 
rounded throughout the trouble by thirty or 
forty friends armed to theteeth, and had one 
of the penitentiary guards offered: the slight- 
est sign of violence there would have been 
some dead people.

WRAPPED IN A FOG. 


[ Continued from first page.] 


ineer Davis as a careful man. He has been 
n the employ of the road ever since it was 
opened for traffic. 

It was simply a case of fog.“ said Mr. 
Hopkins. “Ido not suppose the engineer 
was to blame, though of course there will be 
an investigation. It is impossible to see lights 
in such a fog as there was last night and this 
morning. The only thing to do is to run cau- 
tiously. Last night before 6 o'clock I issued 
special instructions for engineers to move 
with extreme care, and all trains were run 
with great caution all night long. 

This accident calls attention to the fact that 
nc safeguard stands between the passenger 
and injury or death in fogs such as prevailed 
yesterday and the day before. No signals of 
any sort are used to warn engineers 
that they are approaching anger- 
ously near a preceding train. 
The only way an engineer has of knowing 
that he is getting into danger is when he gets 
close enough to a train to see the red sema- 
phores carried on the rear. These red lights 
are not strong enough to be seen any distance 
in thick weather. 

A Galena passenger train on the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad due in this city at 
8:20 a. m. collided with the rear end of the 
Maywood suburban train at the Hoyne ave- 
nue crossing at 8 g’clock yesterday morning. 
The platform of the rear coach of the May- 
w train was demolished. The coach was 
well filled with passengers, all of whom were 
badly frightened for a few minutes, but none 
of them was hurt. The Maywood train had 
stopped at Hoyne avenue for signals and was 
just beginning to move slowly when struck by 
the Galena train. The engineer of the latter 
failed to see the train in front of him until he 
was almost upon it, because of the fog. His 
train was running at a low rate of speed, but 
he could not entirely check it on account of the 
slippery track. 


FIREMEN BLINDED BY THE MIST, 


Street Car Barns Nearly Down Before the 
Department Can Reach It. 

Ten gas motors, thirty-eight street cars, a 
ton of salt, an office cat, and a variety of 
stores belonging to the North Chicago Street 
railroad company were destroyed yesterday 
morning in a fire which gutted the company’s 
car barn at Racine avenue and Center street. 
A defect in the only gas motor which was 
charged started the blaze. The flames spread 
with extraordinary rapidity. The men in the 
barn were forced to quit it inside of five min- 
utes. In the thick fog which covered Chicago 
the Fire Department had an experience that 
it called rare. Engines instead of hurrying 
at a high speed to the scene had to be driven 
slowly, andeven at that gait they ran into 
milk wagons, street cars, and banged against 
obstacles which were indistinguishable in the 
mist. 

Fifteen Connolly gas motors, sixteen box 
and twenty-two open cars were stored in the 
barn, which is a large two-story brick struc- 
ture. The motors are the transportation ma- 
chines to which residents of the North Side 


-have long objected, besides seeking to tie up 


by means of a judicial injunction. General 
Sanaget Roach had an idea that he could stop 
the noise of the motors with certain appliances. 
All of them had been run into the barn 
twelve hours before the fire. The tanks ofall 
the machines except one werg unloaded and 
preparations were made to begin fitting them 
witk the noise destroying appliances. Motor 
No. 13 was the one exception. Its tanks 
were charged. 

At 6 o’cloek Motorman Flaherty lit a jet of 
gas in the small tube from the mouth of 
which a tongue of flame extends to the cylin- 
ders where the vapor is expanded and con- 
sumed. He thought there was a leak so 
strong was the odor. He passed a ligt ted 
match along the tubes and a little flame 
blazed out. A pipe coupling was forced off 
and the escaping gas in an instant was on fire. 
Flaherty tried to smother it with his cap but 
only lost his headgear in the attemp 

Residents of the neighborhood insist that a 
heavy explosion followed. The street railway 
officials deny this and say that an explosion 
was theoretically impossible. At any rate, 
with a rapidity that was astonishing the 
flames spread to every part of the barn. The 
men ran out half a dozen motors but could 
save nothing else, An alarm was turned in af 
6:02 o’clock. Engine 33 is located near- 
est to the fire. When it was drawn 
out of its hause, Capt. McCor- 
mick says, the fog cover sg bere 
with an almost impenetrable veil. He coul 
not see twenty feet ahead of his horses. He 
told his driver to go slow, and the latter 
picked his way carefully to Center street, the 
gong ringing and the men shouting. A milk 
wagon suddenly emerged from the fog. It 
swerved aside and escaped a collision with 
no greater damage than a scraped side. No. 
83 ran over curbs, bumped against obstacles, 
and got within a block of the fire before its 
location was known, though the flames were 
shooting high into the sky. Capt. McCor. 
mick says when he first saw the reddened 
heavens he thought the glare was that» of the 
rising sun. 

Another engine on its way to the scene en- 
countered a street car traveling on the wrong 
track. The two teams were jumbled up be- 
fore the firemen knew the way was obstruct- 
ed. McCormick turned in a 4-11 alarm im- 
mediately. Over a dozen fire machines re- 
sponded at a pace that was new for Chicago 
firemen. They had to feel their way. When 
they got into position the ordinary methods 
of signaling by waving lanterns and shouting 
had to be abandoned. Men who. wanted to 
communicate with their engines had to run 
through the fog until they found them. Men 
collided with each other, ran into impedi- 
ments, and said things about the fog. 

The building was enveloped in flames ten 
minutes after the leakage was discovered in 
the motor. The firemen said there was noth- 
ing to save in the building and turned a few 
streams on the horse barns opposite. Thecar 
barns blazed for twenty minutes before the 
fire showed signs of yielding. When it was 
struck out the entire contents of the barn and 
part of the roof were gone. Officials of the 
company set the loss down at $50,000, the 
greater part of which was represented in the 
burned motors. 


PUTS EMBAKGU ON NAVIGATION, 


Vessels on the Lake Have to Be Hunted 
Up by Tugs. 

Although the heavy fog lifted a little from 
the lake in the morning it shut down early in 
the afternoon and hid everything in its damp 
folds. It practically put an embargo on navi- 
gation, and few boats moved during the day. 
At the life-saving station the lookout reported 
that he could hardly see the other side of the 


river, so thick was the mist. Out in the lake 
could be heard the whistles of tugs and steam- 
ers. Whenatug had gone a hundred feet 
from an object it could only be found again 
by taking the bearings with a compass. 

Several boats arrived during the day. Most 
of them were steamers and tows and were 
guided in by tugs which went out to meet 
them. One tug Captain reported having met 
two schooners down the lake and turned 
around to take their lines. He made fast to 
one and when he looked for the other it was 
nowhere to be seen. The big steamer Doty 
arrived in the morning with the barge Olive 
Jeanette. The fog was so thick that the Cap- 
tain of the Doty, which was bound for South 
Chicago, did not care to go along the shore to 
that place alone and a tug was sent ahead to 
show him the way. 

The fog was just as serious on the river as 
on the lake. Captains considered it more 
dangerous, as they did not have the room to 
move around in and collisions were esca 
only by good fortune. One bridge could not 
be seen from another and the docks were hid 
in the fog. Whistles were constantly sounded, 
and Chicago River, so hard to go along in 
clear weather, became almost im ble. 
Agent Henry of the Lehigh Valley line last 
night stopped all the boats of that line and 
did not send the E. P. Wilbur, loaded and 
ready, out on the lake. Tug Captains could 
not seea length ahead and when running 
alone pr ed with the utmost caution. 
No boats ought to move tonight,” said Capt. 
J. S. Dunham last evening. We are coun- 
seling all Captains to lie still for the night 
unless it is of the utmost importance that they 
should move.”’ 

The steamer M. T. Green and the big 
schooner Olive Jeanette collided in the river 
last night in the dense fog. The Jeanette 
had its bowsprit taken out and the -stem of 
the Green was split. The accident occurred 
in the South Branch, near Mason’s slip. 
There is a bend in the river there and the 
Green, coming down, met the Jeanette going 
up. The Captain of the steamer attempted to 
pass the schooner on the starboa side, 
thinking there was ample room. He mistook 
the distance in the fog and striking the 
schooner head on did the damage. 

There was a mix up between the steamer 
America of Buffalo, loaded heavily with grain 
and just clearing the port,and the steam barge 
A. E. Shores, loaded with lumber. They got 
mixed up at the Clark street bridge about the 
middle of the afternoon. Both attempted to 

the same side of the draw at the same 


pass 
time, They were head on, and. o to the 


dense fog, did not see each other until almost 
in the draw. To add to the confusion the 
bridge stuck and could not be moved for 
rome time, Neither vessel was injured, but 
the heavy trafficon Clark street was inter- 
rupted for nearly an hour. 


Run Over in the Dark. 

Morris Carney of No. 117 Ontario street was 
knocked down and badly cut about the face and 
head and bruised about the body by a city Water 
Department wagon last night. John Hester of 
No.53 Market street was driving the horse which 
knocked Carney down. The latter was attempt- 
ing to cross Market street at Huron street when 
Hester drove up at a lively gait, and the horse 
and wagon knocked him off his feet and passed 
over him. The fog prevented Hester from seeing 
the man soon enough to stap his horse.

He received 136,000 votes last fall. As the 
result of his encouragement and his personal 
management of the campaign hie special 
candidate, Mr. Brown, got 70,000 votes. 
Some other Democratic candidates got more, 
but there was a shortage of over 60,000. If 
Altgeld wanted to secure Democratic success it 
is very evident that he did not go at it the right 
way. He seems to have played into the hands 
of the Republicans while he thought he was 
playing into those of the Anarchists. It is 
strange that in the light of Tuesday’s vote 
Altgeld should speak of himself as the head 
of the Democratic party. If he ever was the 
head he is an exceedingly discredited one now. 
The Democracy in this city will stand no more 
of his leadership, nor will the Democrats in 
the State at large. Senator Palmer says: 

Well, if the reports of the attitude of Gov. Alt- 
geld are correct, and I do not say that they are, 
then I think he made a serious mistake. Indeed, 
I think the Democrats made a mistake in leaving 
Judge Gary off the ticket. He is in the best sense 
the exponent of law and order, and in disregard- 
ing him the Democrats have placed themselves 
in a false light as concerns their attitude toward 
anarchism.

THE DEMOCRATS AND THE TARIFF. 

Speaker Orisp and the Southern Democratic 
members of the Committee on Ways and 
Means state that the elections of Tuesday will 
have no influence whatever on the course of 
the committee concerning the tariff bill which 
it has to prepare. The Speaker says that— 

The tariff bill will be reported when Congress 
convenes next month, and a clean-cut measure it 
will be. It will provide for a revenue tariff and 
will make sweeping reductions all along the line. 
Many articles which are now taxed will come in 
free, and the revenues to run the government will 
be raised by an increase of the tax on beer and 
other luxuries. I think a bill will be passed to 
levy an income tax. 

But there are individuals for whom the 
Southern Speaker and the Southern members 
of the Ways and Means committee can no 
more speak than President Cleveland could 
| speak for the Southern Democratic Senators 
on the silver question. Those individuals are 
the Democratic Representatives from North- 
ern States who have just seen the majorities 
by which they were elected last fall swept 
away. and who feel in their hearts, though 
they may not admit it publicly, that the fear 
ot radical tariff changes was, one of the great 
reasons why their districts, have turned their 
backs on the Democratic party. They are 
not likely to vote for the clean-cut tariff 
bill“ which Speaker Crisp promises. 

Another individual who has to be reckoned 
with is President Cleveland. Were he to in- 
dorse a ff for revenue only biil, such as 
Chairman Wilson and Representative McMil- 
lin would like to report, he might force some 
of the Northern Democrats to support it. 
Were he to refuse to indorse it it would be 
hard to persuade them to vote forit. It is 
stated that the President has his own views on 
the tariff question and means to see that they 
are carried out. The Washington corre- 
spondent of the New York Sun, generally well 
informed, says: 

The President's triumph in carrying through 
the unconditional repeal bill has set his pace ro- 
garding the tariff. It won't be what Chairman 
Wilson wants, nor will it be what the committee 
will report, but what Mr. Cleveland determines 
to have that will go throughif anything goes. 
He wouldn't cry if nothing went through. 

An observer of half a century’s experience gives 
it as his opinion that Congress, after pondering 
the lesson of the extra session, will come back 
prepared to submit. The tariff, he predicts, will 
be the McKinley law modified in certain respects. 


Certainly this is not the program laid down 
in the Democratic platform, which demanded 
the repeal of the McKinley law and the aboli- 
tion of protection. But since that platform 
was adopted and since it was indorsed by the 
voters last November there has been an op- 
portunity for the voters of a number of 
Northern States to declare that they have 
changed their views on that subject. The 
free trade Southern Democrats may not be 
affected by what happened Tuesday. North- 
ern Democrats are very likely to be. 

As the special session, where the silver ques- 
tion was considered, showed that the two 
wings of the Democratic party could not act 
together, so the regular session, where the 
tariff question will come up for consideration, 
will show another division of sentiment be- 
tween Northern and Southern Democrats, 
while the Republicans as usual will be united. 


THE [NCOME TAX PROJECT. 

It seems to be admitted that the Committee 
on Ways and Means will submit to the House 
a proposition for an income tax which, it is 
estimated, will produce about a quarter of the 
revenue required by the government. Some 
of the members would like to have a third 
raised in that way, but that is looked on as 
too radical by the majority of the committee- 
men. Ifa quarter of the revenue were raised 
by an income tax it would be possible to make 
heavy reductions in the customs duties and to 
place numerous articles on the free list, with- 
out running the risk of leaving the Treasury 
without funds. | 

That the imposition of an income tax will 
enable the tariff to be revised more radically 
than would be the case otherwise is not the 
only reason why the Southern members favor 
that tax with great unanimity, It is stated 
that— 


Their advocacy of the tax is largely based upon 
the assumption that this will be mainly a sec- 
tional tax, and that it will be so adjusted as to 
the amount of the income that its burden will fall 
almost entirely on the Northern States. They 
propose to fix the income at such a figure that it 
will not affect very many in the Southern States 
while it would be a very serious burden in the 
Northern States. 


Whether the tax is to be a graduated ora 
uniform one is not stated. The Southern 
Democrats would prefer the former because 
it would free their people almost entirely 
from the income tax. But on the other hand 
those Northern Democratic papers which 
have spoken approvingly of this tax have ob- 
jected to a graduated one on the ground that 
it would give rise to frauds and evasions. 

It being admitted that the great motive of 
the Southern members in pressing this tax is 
to hurt the North, its industries and its 
workingmen, the question is: What will the 
Northern Democratic Congressmen do?” 
The decision rests with them. There are 356 
House members, Of these 127 are Repub- 
licans and will be a unit against an income 
tax. Of the Democrats ninety-eight are from 
the Northern States. If fifty-two of them are 
opposed to an income tax no bill providing 
for one can be passed, It is yet to be seen 
whether that number or more will refuse to 
be bulldozed by the South into voting for a 
measure leveled directly at the North. 

The Southern Democrats not merely want 
to relieve their constituents of taxes, but they 
wish to take a revenge for the war by impos- 


ing an extra burden of taxation on their con-

querors. If the Northern Democrats think 
this is a pardonable feeling on the part of 
their Southern brethren and that they ought 
to be allowed this trifling consolation they will 
vote for the income tax bill. In view of the 
vote cast in the manufacturing centers Tues- 
day they will be more likely to feel that they 
cannot afford to vote for a measure which 
would be so injurious in its consequences to 
the Northern workingmen, and which would 
drive them out of the party for which they 
voted in such numbers last year. | 


THE NEW JERSEY ELECTION. 
One of the most gratifying results of the 


‘recent election is the rescue of New Jersey 


from the domination of a gang of rascals 
every way as corrupt and audacious as the 
Tammany ring of New York or the Sheehan 
ring of Buffalo. For years New Jersey has 
been kept in the Democratic column by the 
brute force and unblushing frauds of the Hud- 
son County Democratic mob of plug uglies. 
A year ago or so some of these rascals were 
sent to the penitentiary for frauds practiced 
at the polls and to that extent the power of the 
ring was weakened, but it sought to recoup it- 
self by making an open alliance with the race 
track gamblers of Gloucester and Guttenberg, 
and as compensation for their influence it 
procured the passage of a law in the Demo- 
cratic Legislature protecting the gamblers in 
their conspiracy to fleece the public and de- 
bauch the public morals. 

It was against this infamous combination 
that the decent people of ail parties made their 
gallant fight Tuesday, The odds apparent- 
ly were against them. In Jersey City every 
method of election frdud which the ingenuity 
of these scoundrels could suggest was put in 
operation. At Camden the registration lists 
were stuffed, and, as it was discovered too late 
to purge them, the Republicans appealed to 
the Sheriff for deputies toarrest bogus voters. 
The local Democratic authorities thereupon 
appointed a large number of toughs as special 
police, who drove the deputies away from the 
polls whenever they attempted to make ar- 
rests. The Democratic bosses fancied they 
had the election in their own hands, but the 
people rallied in such numbers that they 
won the election and saved the State from 
the further domination of the Gloucester 
and Guttenberg race gamblers and the 
Democratic heelers and ballot thieves 
of Hudson County. They have secured con- 
trol of the Legislature and it will be their 
fault if they do not retain it and keep New 
Jersey in the Republican column, for with an 
honest election New Jersey is a Republican 
State. It has been kept ostensibly Demo- 
cratic by the infamous practices of the bosses 
in a single county. Now that their power is 
broken and the snake has been scotched, let 
it be killed, The Republican majority should 
be maintained and the Law and Order League, 
which was organized for work in the recent 
campaign, should not go out of business, It 
was a fight for good government as against 
bad government, as it was in New York. It 
shows that when decent and law-abiding peo- 
ple unite and work together they can over- 
come the gamblers, thugs, bullies, and ballot 
thieves. It will be a short-lived victory, how- 
ever, if they let go the advantage they have 
gained. 


CHICAGOANS WHO DID NOT VOTE. 

The result of Tuesday’s election in this city 
was most satisfactory. Anarchy and Altgeld- 
ism met with defeat and the salary-grabbing 
wasteful Democratic County Commissioners 
were turned out of office. And yet the elec- 
tion illustrates forcibly the indifferentism of 
the voters of this city or the length of time it 
takes to stir them up to go to the polls. 

The total number of votes cast a year ago 
was in round numbers 240,000. At the 
Mayoralty election in April the number fell 
to 205,000. Here was a falling off of 35,- 
000, although the number of persons entitled 
to vote had increased somewhat. The vote 
would have been smaller than it was but for 
the lively canvass made, especially by Mr. 
Harrison, and the numerous political meetings. 

The total number of persons who went to the 
polls last Tuesday and voted for Superior Court 
Judges was a trifle less than 146,000, some of 
whom refused to vote for either Brown or Kraft 
and some of whom voted for Gary alone. This 
isa drop of nearly 60, 000 from the figures of 
last April, although the number of persons 
entitled to vote had increased in the méan- 
time. But for the Gary-Anarchy issue the 
vote would have been even smaller. Out of 
an electorate of something like 250,000 
over 100,000, or two-fifths, did not take 
interést enough in the election to go 
to the polls. Probably a large percent- 
age of the non-voters was composed of 
persons who were registered last fall and have 
changed their fesidences since then, and who 
did not feel sufficiently interested in the elec- 
tion to take the extra trouble of getting regis- 
tered in the precincts to which they had re- 
moved, or who did not think of getting regis- 
tered till the one day allowed for that pur- 
pose was over. The Democrats speak wildly 
of 20,000 voters disfranchised by suspect 
notices. That is rank nonsense. The notices 
were sent to persons who had moved May 1 
or since then, and the number of these movers 
in this city is enormous, as the postoffice 
authorities can testify. 

It is apparent that the fires have to be kept 
going under the political kettle for a long 
time to make it boil, The Presidential cam- 
paign, which begins officially about June and 
is kept up till November, must inevitably stir 
Ap the people more and bring out more votes 
than a contest which lasts for only one or two 
months, even though the issues involved are 
important ones. 


MURDERING NEGROES IN LOUISIANA. 

The murder of negroes, with little or no 
provocation, almost has developed into a 
pastime in Louisiana. Scareely a day passes 

without some terrible outrage being perpe- 
trated upon a colored man, and his death fol- 
lows as a matter of course if he dares to make 
show of resistance. One of the most horrible 
of these occurrences, both in character and 
sequel, is reported in the New Orleans Times- 
Democrat in a: dispatch from Monroe, Qua- 
chita Parish, 

On the 7th of December last Presler Arrant 
and a little girl met a negro named Marcelus 
Elmore in the public road, Elmore wasasked 
to drive to one side and did so, but in passing 
his wagon struck that driven by the white 
man. The next day Arrant went in company 
with W. F. Stegall to the house of the negro 
and “ punished him severely.“ A few days 
later they returned heavily armed. Mr. 
Woods, the owner of the place, remonstrated 
with them, but Arrant covered him with his 
gun while Stegall shot Elmore in the head 
three times, killing him instantly. The deed 
was witnessed by four or five people. Stegall 
left the parish and last summer was brought 
back by the Sheriff. Arrant has not yet been 
captured. Stegall wore “a jaunty air of 
bravado,” and said: Well, I furnished the 
crime; let the law furnish the punishment.“ 
Evidently he knew with whom he had to deal. 
The jury trymg the case acquitted him. 

These facts show a depraved public senti- 
ment which is incompatible with the spirit 
of real civilization, The people who can aid 
and abet such crimes as the murder of Elmore, 
by declaring the murderer not guilty,” are 
no better than the barbarians from among 
whom the ancestors of Elmore were taken by 
force and sold for slaves to white men. They 
are unworthy the name of freemen. Un- 
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nately the statement is true of the many 


not alone of the few, The great majority of 


the people in the of Ouachita, Jeffer- 
son, klin, and some others in that region 
take it for granted that a negro has no 


rights which a white man id bound to respect, 


and govern their conduct accordingly. The 
least provocation, real or fancied, is sufficient 
apology with them for the crime of murder, 
always provided the victim belong to the 
colored race. The presence of the negro is 
itself judged to be a crime, the thugs who 
thus account it having no regard to the indis- 
putable fact that the negro is not there of his 
own free will, his parents on the colored side 
of the line having been stolen away from their 
bomes on the Dark,Continent and made to 
labor that the white man might live a life of 
ease and luxury. When it is remembered that 
a great many of these involuntary offenders 
have white blood in their veins, as a result of 
miscegenation, the vile sentiment is all the 
more atrocious. It is a disgrace to our com- 
mon humanity. ral 

In calling the attention of Gov. Foster fo 
this and other atrocities committed in Lou- 
isiana within the last few months the Times- 
Democrat says it should not escape his notice 
that in many of the instances of lawiessness 
some of the ringleaders in the crimes are the 
Governor’s own appointees, nominated by 
him and removable at his pleasure. This fixes 
directly on the Chief Executive the moral re- 
sponsibility for much of the crime which white 
men have committed against the negroes, 
since he countenances the actors, though he 
may profess to denounce their actions. If 
Gov. Foster has any regard at all for the 
opinions of law-abiding men in other States 
and countries he will not give occasion for 
such a charge to be laid at his door for the 
future, however it may be for the nast. 


‘THE LOSS OF THE AQUARIUM, 

The people of Chicago will regret deeply 
the alleged inability of the South Park Com- 
missioners to retain the Fisheries Building 
and its finny contents which had been tend- 
ered to them. The aquarium was one of the 
most attractive features of the Exposition. It 
would have added greatly to the attractive. 
ness of Jackson Park had it been allowed to 
remain. It would have drawn visitors there 
as the animals draw them to Lincoln Park. 
The reason assigned by the Commissioners 
for refusing to aecept the building and its 
contents is that the board could not under- 
take the expense; there was no money in it 
and it might as well be abandoned.” 

The Commissioners seem to take rather a 
narrow view of their functions. They are in- 
trusted with the duty of making the park at- 
tractive to the largest number of people. In 
doing that they are not limited to supplying 
walks and drives, lawns, shrubbery, and 
waterways. They can have museums if they 
choose and animals or fish. Those are feat- 
ures of parks in other cities. The question is 
not whether an aquarium or a museum will 
pay but whether it will please. If it will do 
the latter then the money should be provided 
for it, Of course it will cost money to run 
an aquarium, It is not expected that it 
should pay for itself. The question for the 
Comntissioners to consider is whether the peo- 
ple will not be moré pleased by an expendi- 
ture which gives them some fresh fish to look 
at than if the same amount of money is spent 
to give them another big grass plot to walk on 
or to look at. 

No one will deny that the people would 
rather have the fish. Therefore the Commis- 
sioners ought to have given them what they 
wanted unless there is some stronger reason 
to the contrary than has been stated yet. 
They should have strained a point in order to 
get the aquarium, which would have made 
Jackson at once more popular than Washing- 
ton Park. Other things than grass and trees 
go-to the making of the perfect people’s park. 


Som wild-eyed Democrats with visions of 
the opportunities which a new registration 
would give them are claimmg that Judge 
Seales: has power to order one. They have 
not read the provision of the law bearing on 
the subject, which is as follows: 

At any special election occurring in a portion 
of such city, village. or town only, or which is to 
fill a vacaney occurring in a single office, and at 
all judicial elections at which no other than 
judicial officers are to be elected, there shall not 
be a previous revision of the registry. But at 
such special or judicial election any legal voter 
of a precinct shall be entitled to vote in case he 
shall file with the judges of election an affidavit, 
stating the time when he removed into such pre- 
cinct and the length of his legal residence in 
such precinct, county, and State, and that he has 
removed into that precinct since the last regis- 
tration of electors at the last election, and that 
he is a legal voter of such precinct. supported by 
an affidavit of a registered voter and ‘householder 
of the precinct that he knows such person and 
that his statements as to his time of residence, as 
aforesaid, aye correct, and that such person is a 
legal voter in such precinct. But it shall be the 
duty of such judges of election to examine him 
on oath as to his qualifications, and if they are 
of the opinion that he is not a legal voter, or did 
not remove into such precinct since the last gen- 
eral or intermediate registration, they shall not 
accept of his vote. The books of registry shall 
be used at such elections, and no one can vote 
unless upon such registry, except under the cir- 
cumstances and throngh the method aforesaid. 

Under this provision every man entitled to 
vote at the election of last Tuesday can vote 
at the election of the 19th of December. A 
new registration would mean the stuffing of 
the registries. The Democrats ought to be 
glad that the law prevents their heelers from 


resorting to methods of that kind.

CoMMeEnNTING on the result of the judicial 
election in Cook County the Herald says:

90 per cent accepted him on the recommen- 
dation of some of the delegates from the 
northwestern section of the city. When the 
fact that he had voted for Altgeld for Gov. 
ernor became known the Republican press, 
with a solitary exception, repudiated him and 
the Républican campaign committee urged 
his withdrawal. As he refused to withdraw 
the Republicay voters determined to defeat 
him at the polls.

Loxbos, Nov. @.—In the House of Lords 
today the Marquis of Ripon, Secretary of 
State tor the Colonies, read the latest tele- 
graphic dispatch from Sir Henry Loch, Gov- 
ernor of Cape Colony and High Commissioner 
in South Africa, dated today, anda dispatch 
from Maj.

In the House of Commons today Henry 
Labouchere obtained permission to move the 
adjournment of the House in order to discuss 
the question of allowing the British South 
Africa company to establish a claim upon or 
contract engagements regarding Matabele- 
land.

The war had been started merely for 
the purpose of seizing Matabele, which was 
said to be far richer in gold than the territory 
in Mashonaland covered by the concession. 
Mr. Labouchere said he did not approve of 
Lobengula’s method of government, but to 
him Lobengula seemed to be by far the most 
respectable person connected with Mashona- 
land or Matabeleland.

MOROCCO WILL MAKE REPARATION. 


It Is Said the Sultan Wil! Also Try to Sub- 
due His Warlike Subjects, 

Maprip, Nov. 9.—It is announced here to- 
day that the Sultan of Morocco has acceded 
to the Spanish demands for reparation for the 
attacks on Melilla by the Riffians. The 
Sultan, itis said, has sent 2,000 horsemen 
under the command of his most trusted chief 
to the Rifflans ordering them to cease hostili- 
ties against the Spanish. If the Riffians re- 
fuse to obey the Sultan will send an army to 
enforce his order. Spain will maintain a de- 
fensive attitude until it is assured of complete 
satisfaction. 

A dispatch from . Melilla says Tuesday the 
Riffins besieging that place sent a delegation 
to the Governor to ask for peace, The dele- 


gation declared the Riffians were famished 


and their munitions were nearly exhausted. 
The dispatch adds that convoys have since 
conveyed to the outposts a two weeks’ supply 
of ammunition and rations and returned with- 
out any attack being made upon them. It is 
believed the Sultan of Morocco is at Uxda, 
near Melilla. and this perhaps accounts for 
the submission of the Riffians. 

Tanaigr, Nov. 9.—Emissaries of the Sultan 
of Morocco who have arrived in this city re- 
peat the report that the Sultan is about, to 
proceed to the Riff country to enforce order 
among the tribesmer. who are fighting the 
Spaniards. It is said the Riffians are waver- 
ing andare now suing for peace. These re- 
ports are accepted here with a wide allowance 
for imagination, as it is well known that the 
power of the Sultan to enforce order among 
the warlike Rifflans is absolutely nil. It would 
not be at all surprising, did the Sultan send 
troops into the Riff country, to see the triber- 
men drive them out. This has occurred be- 
fore when the Sultan tried to exercise his 
authority in that part of his dominions. 


SPTRIT OF MUTINY IN INDIA,

Restless Under British Rule.

SANTANDER, Nov. 9.—It is said 600. cases of 
dynamite yet remain in the wreck of the steamer 
Cabo Michicaco, the explosion on board of which 
wrought such fearful destruction to life and 
property here last Friday. The people who live 
anywhere near the water front, fearing another 
explosion may occurr, are abandoning their 
homes. it has been found necessary to perform 
surgical operations upon a large number of per- 
cant whe were injured by the explosion.

Bertin, Nov. 9.—Advices have been received 
from St. Petersburg that twenty-two Catholic 
priests were a few days ago exiled from the Vis- 
tula district on the charge that they had opposed 
tha authorities. Yesterday, under guard, the 
priests started for their destinations. A large 


number of peasants made an attempt to rescue 


them from the gendarmes which had them in 
charge. A desperate fight followed. Cossacks 
fired into the crowd, killing and wounding many 
persons. Further trouble is feared.

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GREAT BRITAIN WOULD INTERFERE 
IN BRAZILIAN AFFAIRS. 


Actuated by Motives of Trade the English 
Government Makes Representations to 
the United States with a View of Re- 
storing Peace if the Southern Republic 
=This Country, However, Can Exert a 
Great Moral Influence That Will Have 
Better Effect than Force. 


Wasntvorox, D. C., Nov. 9.—[Special.]— 
Great Britain wants the United States to re- 
store stability in Brazil. Ambassador Paunce- 
tote, acting under instructions from the Glad- 
stone government, has for a week been mak - 
ing suggestions to the President through the 
Secretary of State that England would be 
pleased to have the United States intervene 
and end the struggle of the Brazilian navy 
against the Peixoto Government, England, 
on its part, would also make it clear that 
Admiral Mello can expect no support from 
it. But the moral influence of the United 
States in Brazil is admittedly greater than 
that of all the European nations put together, 
and that is why a declaration from itis sought 
as the quickest way of restoring peace. 3 

Great Britain, of course, is moved by dol- 
lars and cents. It wants Peixoto’s govern- 
ment upheld because if the insurrection of the 
navy spreads vr even continues and civil war 
results its commercial interests will suffer 
heavily. The considerations whith move the 
Gladstone ministry have been frankly stated 
oy Ambassador Pauncefote. Greet Britain 
is even ready to aceept the interpretation of 
the Monroe doctrine made during President 
Harrison’s administration, that a monarchy 
once overthrown on the American continent 
shall not be reéstablished throvgh any Eu- 
ropean agencies. . | 

One of the disclosures of the present situa- 
tion is that once before since the overthrow 
of the monarchy in Brazil civil/war was pre- 
vented by the good offices of President Harri- 
son and Secretary Blaine, This is one of the 
reasons why the influence of the United States 
is so strong in Brazil and why the attitude of 
President Cleveland's administration may 
save the country from another civil war. 
There does not, however, seem to be any oc- 
casion for direct intervention such as Am- 
bassador Pauncefote means by his sugges- 
tions that Great Britain would see with pleas- 
ure the good offices of the United States ex- 
erted to bring an end to the existing difficul- 


ties. : 

* No Recognition of Mello. 

Admiral Meilo and his fleet have not been 
accorded recognition as belligerents. Ad- 
miral Stanton’s blunder in saluting Mello 
gave the administration an opportunity to 
show that so long as the Peixoto Govern- 
ment maintains itself against its own revolu- 
tionists this country will continue to recog- 
nize itas the only lawful government. The 
disclaimer of Stanton's action and his recall 
was enough to. show, that the United States 
would not countenance any intrigues against 
a friendly power. While che recall of Stan- 
ton was necessary to preserve the discipline 
of the navy if for no other reaspn,.the moral 
effect was undoubtedly in favor of Peixoto 
and raust have tended to discourage the fac- 
tion that was working for the restoration of 
the monarchy. : 

The semi-official announcement through 
Ambassador Pauncefote that Great Britain is 
against any restoration scheme through Ad- 
miral Mello and is. anxious for the United 


States to take positive steps to end the 


troubles will be further discouragement to the 
monarchical schemes. 

While France has not gone quite so far as 
Great Britain it is known in diplomatic 
circles here that.the republic is just as hostile 
to a Brazilian monarchy as is this country. 
France does not care to see the Bourbon pre- 
tender, the Count d' Eu, who is the husband of 
Dom Pedro’s daughter, setting up a mon- 
archy in South America or elsewhere. Like 
England, France has felt the competition of 
the United States keenly since reciprocity 
went into effect, but its commerce would suf- 
fer even more if there should be a prolongéd 
civil war. So with it both political and com- 
mercial interests are against encouraging a 
continuance of the struggle. 

No Evidence of European Conspiracy. 

Outside of Portugal and possibly Austria it 
is doubtful if any European nation ever had 
the notion of restoring the monarchy. and 
Austria had experience. enough with Maxi- 
milian in Mexico to know the cost of seeking 
to establish a throne on the American conti- 
nent. Minister Thompson’s first hdvices about 
a European conspiracy have not been con- 
firmed by later developments. 

The only question now is how long Mello 
can keep his fleet, The Peixoto Government 
expects to have five or six ships afloat within 
sixty days, and then, it is claimed, there will 
be little delay in proving that Mello is a pi- 
rate, as he has been officially declared by the 
Peixoto Government, A naval battle is pretty 
sure to follow, with greut destruction to life 
and property. The desire of Great Britain 
for prompt mediation seems to be due to the 
fear that if a naval battle onre takes place 
there may be no _ dedisive outcome 
aud the struggle may be prolonged in- 
definitely, with the consequent interruption to 
commerce and trade. However, it does not 
seem clear how the Government of the United 
States can offer to mediate, 

The circumstances when President Harri- 
son intervened were different. Then Presi- 
dent Fonseca had dissolved Congress and was 
on the point of declaring himself dictator. 
This meant anarchy and civil war and _ possi- 
bly the complete distuption of Brazil. The 
United States had taken the most friendly 
interest in the new republic; had extended it 
early recognition, and had shown its satisfac. 
tion that monarchy had disappeared from 
this continent. Its friendship had been of 
great service to Fonseca. | 

Dictatorship Not to Be Allowed. 

When, therefore, he seemed likely to estab- 
lish a dictatorship his course was watched 
with deep concern, Secretary Blaine was 
keenly alive to the crisis. Brazilian advices 
reached him to the effect that if Fonseca were 
not persuaded to desist the results would be 
deplorable, and the only means which would 
cause him to desist was the knowledge that 
the United States would give him no encour- 


‘agement. The information from Brazil was 


that the knowledge that the United States 
disapproved would give renewed hope to the 
friends of the republic and would make the 
success of a dictatorship impussible, Presi- 
dent Fonseta himself had the deepest regard 
for this country. Inthe emergency Secretary 
Blaine and President Harrison had many 
earnest consultations. Ultimately it was de- 
cided that the President should make known 
to Fonseca the sentiments of the United 
States. This took the form of a personal mes- 
sage by cable to the prospective Brazilian 
dictator. It declared the friendliness of the 
President of the oldest American republic to 
the President of the newest one, expressed 
grave concern over the reports that the new 
republic would be destroyed by internal agen- 
cies, and expressed the hope that the Brazil- 
ians would not by their own actions 
discredit the support which the Unit- 
ed States had given to the establish.

Serious Engagement Will Follow Peixoto’s 
Attempt to Retake Desterro. 
SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Monrevipeo, Uruguay, via Galveston, Tex., 
Nov. 9.—[Copyright, 1893, by James 
Gordon Bennett.|—News has been re- 
ceived from Rio Grande do Sul of 
a skirmish between the revolutionary 
forces and the outposts of the govern- 
ment troops in Santa Anna, After a hard fight, 
lasting more than an hour, the government 
troops retreated. A body of 2,000 revolu- 
tionary troops, under command of Periheiro, 
Sarava, Mea, and Tigre, are now twenty 
leagues from Desterro. A battle with the 
government forces is expected as 
the revolutionists propose to main- 
tain, if possible, the independence of the 
State of Santa Catharina, while Peixoto’s 
troops will try to regaim a foothold and drive 
out the provisional government established 
by Mello. Minister Monteizo has received a 
telegram announcing that important events 
may be expected in Desterro. Gen. Aggolio 
is in command of Peixoto’s forces. 

The situation in Rio Janeiro is unchanged. 
Fort Villegaignon shows signs of deterioration 
owing to the constant fire to which it has 
been subjected. The remains of the British 
officers killed in the explosion on Isla Gober- 
nadores hate not been recovered. Recent 
arrivals from Rio say that Mellois gradually 
losing ground. 

Revolutionists here assert that Mello is 
amply provided with provisions, ammunition, 
and funds sufficient to continue the fight for a 
year. The Custom House in Santa Catharina, 
where the provisional government has been 
established, is a prolific source of income. 
Agents of the revolutionists in Rio Grande do 
Sul contradict the official réports alleging the 
pacification of that disturbed State. They 
say their forces are again concentrating to re- 
new their seige of Bage. Skirmishing con- 
tinues in many districts, 

Official reports have been received in which 
it is said the insurgent ‘armed packet Pallas 
has been wrecked near Staguahi. It is said 
it struck a rock and sank. The insutgents’ 
agents also deny the sentiment here and in 
neighboring republics favors Peixoto. The 
reverse is true. 


UPRISING IN CUBA FAILS, 


After Several Skirmishes with Troops the 
Rebels Surrender. 

Kry Wrsr. Fla., Nov. 9.—[Special.]—News 
brought by steamer from Havana last night 
has cheered the hearts of the Cuban revolu- 
tionists here, who declare their cause has re- 
ceived a fresh impetus. The present move- 
ment in Cuba is evidently an outgrowth 
of plans hatched by the leaders here, 
who have been since the last fiasco 
endeavoring to incite another insurrection. 
One of the emissaries recently sent to Cuba 
returned last night. He reports that an up- 
rising took place Saturday night in the 
jurisdiction of Cienfuegos, Province of Santa 
Clara. About twnty-five men, under the 
leadership of Gen. Esquierre, raised the 
cry Cuba Libre near the town 
of Las Cruces, where they had 
an engagement with the civil guards. 
The revolutionists took possession of the 
guard house, upturning more than a hundred 
stands of arms. They then procured horses 


and proceeded to the Town of Placetas, being 


reinforced by several hundred men. Several 
engagements have taken place between the 
insurgents and government troops, and a 
number of men have been killed on 
both sides. Havana papers received here 
confirm the story of the outbreak, and while 
attaching little importance to the outbreak 
show the authorities are taking active meas- 
ures to suppress it by concentrating all their 
available forces in that locality. Communi- 
cation was seriously interrupted by 
the insurgents cutting all telegraph 
and telephone wires, but it has 
been restored. Late reports show that sev- 
eral leaders, including Esquierre, with their 
followers, have surrendered, asking amnesty. 
Others have retreated to the mountains to 
avoid capture. It is evident that the present 
uprising will have an ending similar to that of 
last spring.

QUAOKENBOSS THE ORUELEST MAN 
JUDGE TULEY EVER SAW. 


Mrs. Ella F. Quackenboss Tells a Story of 
Being Made ta Take Care of Horses, of 
Being Fed on Bread and Water, Kept 
in Bed for Weeks, Robbed of Her Baby, 

Which Her Husband Also Abused, and 
of Other Indiguities, for Which She Is 
Granted a Decree of Divorce, 


Ella P. Quackenboss was yesterday granted 
a decree of divorce from her husband, Will- 
iam A. Quackénboss, by Judge Tuley. Ingiv- 
ing his decision the court said: 

In over forty years’ experience at the bar = 
on the bench I have never seen nor heard o 
case which for fiendish cruelty comes anywhere 
near this. 

To Mrs. Quackenboss was also awarded the 
custody of their infant daughter. Alimony ia 
to be agreed upen by the parties, or if they 
failto agree the court will enter a supple- 
mentary order, z 

Probably no woman,” said Judge Tuley 
in beginning his decision. in the history of 
the world has ever suffered such agonies.“ 

William A. Quackenboss was formerly a 
commission merchant in St. Paul. In 1887 
he was Visiting in Chicago, and at the house 
of her uncle, Mr. Chambers, he first met the 
woman who afterwards became his wife. 
They became engaged and Jan. 12, 1888, 
they were married, removing immediately to 
St. Paul. There Mr. Quackenboss first showed 
his disposition, acc ording to the testimony, by 
ordering his bride to send back the wedding 
presents which had been received from her 
uncle and aunt. Mr, and Mrs. Chambers. The 
returned presents were accompanied by a 
note, in which the young girl was made to say 
that she wanted nothing more to do with the 
relatives wo had been so kind to her. Then 
he compeljéd his wife to write a letter to her 
father entirely disowning him and with it re- 
turning several little trinkets which the father 
had given his daughter when she was a little 
child, and which she had cherished for years. 

Foreed to Walk and Economize. 

Having disposed of all his wife’s relatives, 
Mr. Quackenboss, sq the evidence shows, 
proceeded to turn his attention to her per- 
sonally. He forced her to walk fifteen miles 
daily and allowed her only $3 weekly for 
table expenses. For fuel he forced her to 
split up empty boxes. Mr. Quackenboss had 
two horses and Mrs. Quackenboss was forced 
to take care of them. Incidentally Mr. 
Quackenboss was accustomed to call his 
wife such pet names a» liar and fool.“ 
Once for a few weeks they had a servant girl, 
and as Mr. Quackenboss wished to 
impress her with the peace and happi- 
ness which revailed in his family 
he compelled his wife to stand at the top 
of the stairs when he came home every night 
and greet him with the joyful outcry of 0! 
William, I'm so glad vou have come home. 
Come and kiss me.“ If Mrs. Quackxenboss 
failed to perform tis wifely function Mr. 
Quackenboss was accustomed to send her to 
bed for a day on a bread and water diet. 

One day Mrs. Quackenboss was unfortunate 
enough to serve her liege lord with a tough 
chicken. She said it was not the fault of the 
cooking. Mr. Quackenboss remarked *that 
she was a liar and ordered her to go to bed 
for a week, only getting up once each day to 
feed the horses. 


Cruel to the Young Mother. 


Finally a baby was born. Eleven days aft- 
erward Mr. Quackenboss discharged the 
nurse. She attempted to remonstrate with 
him and tottered across the room from her 
bed, saying: O1 William, don’t scold me. 
I can’t bear it now.“ 

William, however, it is in evidence, pushed 
his young wife to the floor and let her craw! 
back to the bed as best she could. She started 
to cry. He ordered her to stop, and when she 
failed declared that she should stay in bed 
one day for every sob. He counted eleven, 
and for eleven days she was not allowed to 
leave her bed, being fed meanwhile, in her 
critical condition, on bread and water. 

On another occasion Mr. Quackenboss sent 
his wife out into the woodshed to sleep. 

It was not until the family came to Chicago 
last February that Mrs. Quackenboss knew 
whata delightful time she had really had 
while living in St. Paul. Mr. Quacken boss 
developed a habit of stopping the baby’s cries 
by stuffing the bed clothes into its mouth. 
For three months Mrs. Quackenboss was not 
allowed to put her foot outside the house, and 
she had only bread and water for food. May 
23 Mr. Quackenboss took the baby away.

POLITICS IN METHODIST DEBATE. 


Public Questions Discussed Before Mis- 
sionary Appropriations Are Made.
